Scientists have never been able to achieve the 
alchemists’ dream of changing lead into gold, except at 
astronomical cost in the nuclear laboratory. But unless 
some such magic “touchstone” is found, a major shor­ 
tage of another precious metal, silver, is looming on the 
horizon. 
Worldwide demand for silver has been exceeding 
production for many years. While consumption has 
grown by some 32 per cent since 1970, total new 
production of silver has actually declined. 
The difference has been made up by drawing on world 
stockpiles and, to an increasing degree, reclamation. 
One heretofore relatively untapped source of recycled 
silver is used X-ray film. In the united States especially, 
due to a rising population and the availability of medical 
services to more people through Medicare and Medicaid 
progrmas, there has been a greatly increased use of X 
rays. 
By law, hospitals and laboratories are required to keep 
X rays for seven years before discarding them. Thus this 
increased volume of used film is only now becoming 
available for recycling. 
The largest purchaser of used 
X ray film, Ag-Met, 
Inc. of Frackville, Pa., has developed a network of more 
than 800 hospitals it “mines” for silver. 
To recover silver, the discarded X rays are in­ 
cinerated. This produces a sludge which in turn can be 
melted and refined into silver of 99.9 per cent purity. A 
hundred pounds of X rays yields about a pound and a half 
of silver. 
Ag-Met recycled an estimated seven million ounces of 
silver in 1975, an imposing figure when it is realized that 
all the silver mines in the United States will produce only 
30 million ounces this year.

JACK ANDERSON SAYS: 
Nixon Monitored 
Kissinger's Phone 
with LES WHITTEN 
WASHINGTON - Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger, who 
was implicated in tapping the 
telephones 
of 
seven 
subor­ 
dinates and four newsmen, had 
his own phone calls monitored. 
No less than Richard Nixon, in 
a fit of presidential pique, or­ 
dered the Secret Service to 
monitor calls to and from his top 
foreign 
policy 
adviser 
in 
December, 1972. 
This has been confirmed by 
the man who transm itted 
Nixon’s orders to the Secret 
Service, Charles Colson, then a 
member of Nixon’s inner circle. 
He has described the incident in 
a sizzling, soon-to-be-published 
book, “Born Again.” 
We have also spoken to other 
sources familiar with the 
backroom machinations that led 
to the eavesdropping. Here are 
the incredible details: 
On Sunday, Dec. 17, 1972, 
President Nixon ordered the Air 
Force to bomb North Vietnam 
into submission to force a set­ 
tlement. The devastating round- 
the-clock raids outraged our 
adversaries and allies alike. 
Even 
at 
home, 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader 
Mike 
Mansfield called the bombing 
‘ ‘Stone Age strategy. ” 
Kissinger pleaded with the 
President to explain his reasons 
for the bombing to the world. 
Nixon not only declined but 
ordered strict silence about the 
bombing 
throughout 
the 
bureaucracy. 
Not long afterward, 
New 
York Times columnist James 
Reston wrote that Kissinger had 
opposed the bombing. Reston was 
critical of the air assault, calling 
it “war by tantrum.” 
Colson read the column to 
Nixon, who was furious. “I will 
not tolerate insubordination,” 
he exploded. “You tell Henry 


he's to talk to no one, period! I 
mean no one! And tell him not to 
call me. I will accept no calls 
from him.” 
Colson relayed the message to 
Kissinger who agreed not to 
discuss the bombing with 
anyone in the press Meanwhile, 
Nixon 
buried himself in a 
Washington Redskins football 
game, but it didn't cool him 
down, Colson recalls. 
Possibly to escape Nixon’s 
wrath, Kissiner had flown off to 
Palm Springs, the California 
resort, for a few days of 
relaxation. 
But Nixon, 
still 
fuming, decided to keep tabs on 
Kissinger. 
As Colson recounts it. the 
President “ordered me to have 
the Secret Service keep a record 
of all incoming and outgoing 
calls from Kissinger's heavily 
guarded villa in Palm Springs. ” 
Colson 
issued 
the 
orders 
through an aide and the Secret 
Service 
began 
monitoring 
Kissinger’s 
calls, 
says 
the 
former White Home aide. He’s 
unsure 
whether the Secret 
Service tapped Kisisnger’s 
lines, bugged his end of the 
conversation or merely used 
devices to list incoming and 
outgoing 
calls. 
The 
Secret 
Service 
had the capability, 
according to our sources, to do 
all three. 
Hie Secret Service learned 
from 
the monitoring that 
Kissinger tried to reach Nixon. 
But true to his threat, the angry 
President refused to take the 
calls. Colson reports 
that 
Kissinger then “proceeded to 
call his old friend, Joe Kraft." 
Three 
days 
later, 
the 
columnist 
wrote 
in 
the 
Washington 
Post 
that 
Kissinger had valiantly opposed 
Nixon's bombing order. This so 
infuriated the President that he 
began “counting the days until 
Henry left to return to Har­ 
vard,” recalls Colson. 
Sources close to 
Kissinger 
say he w a| acutely aware of the 


move to send him back to 
Harvard. The H. R. Haldeman- 
John 
Ehrlichm an-C harles 
Colson palace guard were “out 
to get him,” according to in­ 
timates of Kissinger. During 
this period, Kissinger felt the 
palace guard wanted to force 
him out in disgrace and make 
him the scapegoat for Nixon’s 
bombing policies. 


Colson contends, 
however, 
that Nixon had decided even 
earlier to replace Kissinger. 
Colson quotes the former 
President as confiding to him at 
Camp David: “Kissinger will be 
leaving in six or eight months. 
It's not good for a man to stay 
too long in that position. It will 
be better for Henry." 
Kissinger’s intimates confirm 
that the palace guard succeeded 
for awhile in cutting Kissinger 
off from the President. But as 
Nixon sank deeper in the 
Watergate mire, he turned in­ 
creasingly to foreign affairs to 
divert 
attention from the 
scandal. 
Eventually, he con­ 
cluded that he needed Kissinger. 


So 
instead 
of 
ousting 
Kissinger, the President added 
to his stature. At the time, 
Kissinger had only one title; he 
was the President’s national 
security adviser. But in August, 
1973, Nixon invited Kissinger to 
San Clemente, Calif. During a 
swim in the presidential pool, 
Nixon notified Kissinger that he 
would be die next Secretary of 
State. 
One year later, it was Nixon 
who left office in disgrace and 
Kissinger 
who 
survived 
in 
power. 
Footnote: The Secret Service 
flatly 
defied 
that 
it eve* 
monitored 
Kissinger’s 
calls. 
“This kind of monitoring,” a 
spokesman said “is not our 
business. 
Our 
busines 
is 
security." Colson told us that it 
was conceibvable, but unlikely, 
that military communications 
handled the actual monitoring. 


The U.S. Office of Education

“We didn’t want it to be a case 
of parents coming to see films or 
hear speakers ‘ lecture on how

should

children at home, since we knew 
these

work.” 
Thus 
the 
Dallas 
ad­ 
ministrative and teaching staffs 
decided to reach out into the 
community instead of expecting 
the community to come to them. 
Because the supermarket is a 
place most parents must visit. 


the first step was to bold rending 
laboratories in star« where 
parents for the first time had the 
opportunity to see teachers 
demonstrating how this basic 
skill was being taught to their 
children. 
Once the schools had attracted 
the parents' attention through 
the 
supermarket 
demon­ 
strations, they then bad to 
develop ways of getting the 
parents into the schools where 
they 
could 
participate 
in 
workshops and learn games and 
other activities they could use at 
home to reinforce achievement 
in school. 
Such inducements included 
providing a day care center or 
baby sitting service for the 
younger children of parents and 
serving everyone a hot hmch. 
Parents were given stars for 
coming to a workshop and at file 
end of the year the parent with 
the most stars 
received a 
trophy. 
This may sound like kid stuff, 
but apparently it works. Last 
year more than 400 parents 
participated in workshops at one 
time or another. Previowly, the 
schools were lucky if 50 parents 
came all year. 
As one parent, speaking for 
others, said of a workshop, “We 
found it so interesting that we 
wanted to help out and work 
with our children at home. We 
have also found that the more 
involved and 
interested the 
parents become, the more in­ 
terested the kids become in what 
they are doing in school—and 
they achieve more.” 
Since good ideas tend to be 
imitated, the Dallas approach to 
parent involvement has spread 
throughout the state to Austin, 
Waco, Galveston, Wichita Falls 
and other cities. It is also being 
tried in other parts of the 
country.

Sees Turbulent Year: 
Labor's Anti-Ford militancy 
may switch campaign into a 
Ford-Meany race 
WASHINGTON - There will 
be no placebo for Président 
Ford to ease his labor pains this 
collision course year. He’ll have 
to take his medicine as strike 
crisis dumps on strike crisis 
admit political tumults, as soon 
as 1976 really gets under way. 
He’s displayed courage by 
slashing his links with the 
politically 
influential 
and 
dexterous labor leaders. He 
didn't like to do it. But he didn't 
muddle into it either. I'm not one 
of the 
barracuda band 
of 
correspondents who draw him 
as a bumbling dolt. 


He’s as good a precinct 
politician as anyone in town. 
Jerry Ford believed in his 
vetoes and killed key labor bills 
knowing full well this action 
would cost him his last labor 
friends -- and their precincts. 
When he broke with the hard 
hats on situs picketing, he knew 
he was breaking with precinct- 
America -- for there are 10,000 
AFL-CIO building and con­ 
struction trades locals. And 
most of them are in the boon­ 
docks, the small towns, Main 
Street USA. And there’s where 
Mr. Ford’s strength is - what 
there is of it. 
Actually, 
the 
traditionally 
well-paid construction trades 
men are middle-class suburbia. 
There’s 
one incident which 
reveals this with a piquancy not 
much 
cultivated 
in 
labor’s 
circles. Some time ago the AFL- 
CIO Executive Council met in 
Atlanta, Ga. A motion was put 
on the table attacking proposals 
to raise taxes of those com­ 
muting to work into New York 
City. Such a motion actually had 
no real place in the national high 
command deliberations. But, 
said one official, the New York 
City building trades 
leaders 
had asked for such support 
because so many of them are 
suburban homeownes or fairly 
high rental suburban apartment 
dwellers. 
Thus traditionally the hard 
hats have been Republican. Now 
they’re furious. They may cool 
their anger by election day - 
depending on the Democratic 
party nominee. 
But what's 
crucial now is that they aren’t 
about 
to 
moderate 
their 
demands in the 3,500 contracts 
which begin to expire in April. 
And certainly not because of 
any presidential appeal. 
Certainly 
there’s 
heavy 
construction joblessness in the 
Northeast. 
But 
not 
the 
Southeast, Southwest or the 
West where the hard hats plan to 
to plast year’s gains of 12.7 per 
cent wage-fringe increases. 
Now add to this the Team­ 
sters’ tempo* as they begin to 
negotiate - a blend of almost 
500,000 members’ militancy (no 
raise or uncapped Cost of Living 
Allowance ~ COLA -- since 1973) 
and the low visibility anger of 
general president Frank (Fitz) 
Fitzsimmons and the regional 
baronies. 
They blame “the 
White House” (be it Dick Nixon 
or now Jerry Ford) for not 
having headed off investigations 
old and new; for not having 
diverted Michigan’s Sen. Griffin 
from his drive for a select in­ 
vestigating committee and for 
attem pting 
to isolate 
the 
Teamssters once more. 
$bte that the national con- 


struction unioins are 17 plus one. 
The former in the AFL-CIO. The 
latter -- the Teamsters. 
In 
hundreds of communities they 
areas one family, bickering and 
all. But mighty tough when it 
comes to a solid picket line. 
And this combination will set 
the national wage raise pace -- 
as it did in the all-but-forgotten 
Nixon era of pre-freeze and 
phase inflation. At that time 
Nixon clamped down with freeze 
and phase. Eventually virtually 
all of labor walked out on him. 
Fitz didn't. 
He tells callers now that he 
stuck his neck out for the White 
House. He kept the cap on the 
COLA when he signed the 1973

And Fitz vows he’s "notgoing to 
be a patsy this time.” 
Thus there will be a united

Nixon and the now-forgotten 
Secretary of the Trasury George 
Shultz who intervened for the 
presidency and the White House. 
But who now?

there been a President such as 
Jerry Ford, without an effective 
ambassador to labor's angry 
men.

SILVER 
SALVAGE 
Scientists have never been able to achieve the 
alchemists’ dream of changing lead into gold, except at 
astronomical cost in the nuclear laboratory. But unless 
some such magic “touchstone” is found, a major shor­ 
tage of another precious metal, silver, is looming on the 
horizon. 
Worldwide demand for silver has been exceeding 
production for many years. While consumption has 
grown by some 32 per cent since 1970, total new 
production of silver has actually declined. 
The difference has been made up by drawing on world 
stockpiles and. to an increasing degree, reclamation. 
One heretofore relatively untapped source of recycled 
silver is used X-ray film. In the united States especially, 
due to a rising population and the availability of medical 
services to more people through Medicare and Medicaid 
progrmas, there has been a greatly increased use of X 
rays. 
By law, hospitals and laboratories are required to keep 
X rays for seven years before discarding them. Thus this 
increased volume of used film is only now becoming 
available for recycling 
The largest purchaser of used 
X ray film, Ag-Met, 
Inc. of Frackville, Pa., has developed a network of more 
than 800 hospitals it "mines” for silver. 
To recover silver, the discarded X rays are in­ 
cinerated. This produces a sludge which in turn can be 
melted and refined into silver of 99 9 per cent purity. A 
hundred pounds of X rays yields about a pound and a half 
of silver. 
Ag-Met recycled an estimated seven million ounces of 
silver in 1975, an imposing figure when it is realized that 
all the silver mines in the United States will produce only 
30 million ounces this year.

it go He's going to learn to love 
his rock and treat it with the 
affection and care it deserves.' " 
Tolstoy said, "Well, they were 
wrong As soon as school started 
we got reports of abandoned 
rocks in the streets and in the 
woods 
Our people started to 
round them up, but it's not easy 
to catch a rock, particularly 
when it's frightened, hungry and 
cold We brought them to the 
rock shelter, but space is at a 
premium and pretty soon we 
were up to our eyeballs in Pet 
Rocks I’ve never seen anything 
like it.” 
"Can't you get people to come 
to your shelter and adopt the 
rocks?’

Speaking at a recent meeting 
of the American Institute of 
Chemical Engineers in Boston. 
Dr John A Nulant. manager of 
environmental programs, said 
the breakwater around each 
floating nuclear station will 
serve as an excellent artificial 
reef for colonization by fish and 
other ocean life 
The break­ 
w ater, 
encom passes 
ap­ 
proximately loo acres of ocean 
bottom and protects the nuclear 
plant from ocean waves 
Since there is generally little 
marine life around potential 
sites for floating nuclear plants, 
"the breakwater will be of 
significant benefit," according 
to Dr Nutant 
It will attract 
marine life, thus facilitating 
increases in the size of some 
local ocean inhabitants and 
possibly providing some fish 
with new feeding grounds, he 
said.

Nixon's orders to the Secret 
Service, Charles Colson, then a 
member of Nixon's inner circle 
He has described the incident in 
a sizzling, soon to be-published 
book.

We have also spoken to other

fam iliar with 
the 
backroom machinations that led 
to the eavesdropping Here are 
the incredible details 
On Sunday, Dec 
17, 1972, 
President Nixon ordered the Air 
Force to bomb North Vietnam 
into submission to force a set­ 
tlement The devastating round- 
the-clock raids outraged our 
adversaries and allies alike 
Even 
at 
home, 
Senate 
D em ocratic 
leader 
Mike 
Mansfield called the bombing 
"Stone Age strategy ’ 
Kissinger pleaded with the 
President to explain his reasons 
for the bombing to the world 
Nixon not only declined but 
ordered strict silence about the 
bombing 
throughout 
the 
bureaucracy 
Not long afterward, 
New 
York Tunes columnist James 
Keston wrote that Kissu^er had 
uppund the bombng Reakai was 
critical of the an assault, calling 
it "war by tantrum." 
Colson read the column to 
Nixon, who was furious "I will 
not tolerate insubordination," 
he exploded "You tell Henry 


he's to talk to no one. period' I 
mean no one' And tell him not to 
call me I will accept no calls 
from him " 
Colson relay ed the message to 
Kissinger who agreed not to 
discuss the

Week of mourning 
begins for Chou 


TOKYO (AP) - China began 
a weak of mourning today for 
Premier Chou En-iai amid ex- ■ 
pectatiom that Teng Hsiao- 
ping, his 71-year-oid lin t depu­ 
ty, will succeed him as pre­ 
mier. But Chou's mors pow­ 
erful second spot in the Com­ 
munist party hierarchy may go 
to »-year-old Wang Hung-wen, 
a vice chairman of the party 
and the boy wonder of Chinese 
politics. 
Chou, China’s premier since 
the Communist victory in IMS 
and one of the outstanding 
statesmen of the century, died 
Thursday at the age of 71. The 
death announcement was de­ 
layed for 16 hour*. He had been 
in the hospital since he had s 
heart attack in May 1974, but 
cancer was given as the cause 
of death. 
The .Chinese Embaaay said 
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the funeral would bo held in 
Poking on Jan. IS. Hsinbua, the 
official Chinese news agency, 
announced* 197-member funer­ 
al committee heeded by Mao 
Tae-tung, the 82-year-old chair­ 
man of the Chinese Communist 
party and for 46 years Chou’s 
mentor. 
A Peking radio broadcast 
said that “in accordance with 
China’s customs and protocol 
reform,” no foreign dignitaries 
would bo invited “to take part 
in die mourning activities.” - 
Hsinhua said all Peking’s 
newspapers devoted the entire 
front page to the obituary no­ 
tice witti a portrait bordered in 
black. 
A 
Mack-bordered 
streamer across each pegs 
reed: “ Eternal glory to Com­ 
rade Chou En-lai, great proleta­ 
rian revolutionary of the Chi­ 
nese people and outstanding 
Communist fighter!” 
Western embassies in Peking 
reported that flags were at half 
staff in Tienanmen Square, the 
symbolic center of China, but 
that the emotional reaction was 
low key. They said crowds 
gathered in the cold outside 
newspaper offices to get copies 
of the People’s Daily and to 
read the news on displays. 
A correspondent for the Hun­ 
garian news agency MTI re­ 
ported that redoubled security 
patrols were circling Peking 
streets hid that otherwise the 
scene was normal. 
Japanese correspondents in 
Peking said Communist party 
leaders met Thursday night at 
the Great Hall of the People 
and there was speculation the 
party Central Committee was 
deciding on Chou’s successor. 
The reports cited unidentified 
sources saying a new lead­ 
ership would be set up after the 
funeral. They said the Central 
Committee would hold a plena­ 
ry session shortly and that the 
National People’s Congress was 
expected to meet this month. 
Observers believed the choice 
was sure to be Teng, a protege 
of Chou who was purged in 1967 
chiring the Great Cultural Revo­ 
lution, returned to power in 
1973 and has been running the 
government since the premier 
became ill. 
Teng is considered a strong 
advocate of relations between 
China and the United States, 
and U.S. officials said because 
of this Chou’s death was not ex­ 
pected to have an adverse ef­ 
fect on contacts between Wash­ 
ington and Pricing. Teng be­ 
came known to American tele­ 
vision audiences when he was 
President 
Ford’s host 
last 
month. 
However, the funeral com­ 
mittee list, which presumably 
listed the members in the order 
of their party standing, placed 
Wang second after Mao and 
Teng fourth, following Defense 
Minister Yeh Chien-ying, 79. 
This could mean that Wang 
would inherit Chou’s party 
mantle, putting him in line to 
succeed Mao as party chair- 
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man. 
Wang was chosen for high of­ 
fice as a coocesstoo to the na­ 
tion’s youth, but Mi star 
seemed to waver in recent 
months. Following Chou’s Ill­ 
ness, he ceased to accompany 
foreign visitors to audiences 
with Mao and in recent months 
be has made his headquarters 
in Shanghai He reappeared in 
Peking Dec. 17 to preride at the 
funeral of another party vice 
chairman, Kang Sheng. 
Teng and Chou were students 
in Francs together in the early

The 
success rate reported to me 
was also around 80 per cent. 
Any one interested should call 
their nearest Seventh Day 
Adventist Church and find out 
when and where the next 
clinics may be held. 
1 am told this is a non- 
denominational service. You 
don’t need to be or have been a 
m em b er of any church. 
Religion is not used as a 
means of achieving success 
The only reference to religion 
is that those who are religious 
can call on a higher power for 
help.

NEW YORK (AP) - Fewer 
members art giving more than 
ever to thstr churches But be­ 
cause more of the burden is 
falling on sm sllsr numbers, the 
increase hasn’t kept up with 
the psos of inflation.

showed that total contributions 
last year rose 9.1 per cent to 
95.37 button, but th* dollar in 
that pariod lost 11 par cant of 
its value. 
This meant, despite the in­ 
come boost, that the churches 
had less purchasing power to 
maintain their operations. 
Nevertheless, indicating in­ 
tensified commitment by fewer 
people, the increased income 
came from 
slightly smaller 
numbers, whose per capita giv­ 
ing rose to a record-breaking 
average of $116.77 each. 
Last year, it was $106.43. 
Over-all, religious affiliation 
in the United States edged 
downward last year by about 
one-half of a per cent, the first 
such over-all drop in modern 
times.

IMPORTANCE OF THE TAX CUT 
Last week I wrote about Congress' intention to set 
budget goals for fiscal 1977 later this spring, while acting now 
to continue the tax cuts for the remainder of fiscal 1976. 
Today I want to explain why the tax cut Congress approved 
was smaller than the President’s, and why it was important 
that some tax cut be approved before the end of last year. 
About a year ago, Congress enacted and the President 
signed the largest tax cut in history. This bill has been suc­ 
cessful in helping to end the recession and begin the road to 
recovery. 
< 
Most of the provisions of that bill, however, applied only 
to calendar year 197S. So if nothing had been done, federal 
income taxes for everyone would have gone up sharply on 
January 1. If that had happened, consumer spending would 
have suffered. The recovery, already showing some signs of 
weakness, could have been set back severely. 
The President*» Pripiaal 
The main issue of dispute between the President and 
Congress was the size of the tax cut The President wanted a 
cut of $28 billion in taxes, coupled with what he termed a cut 
of $28 billion in projected spending for fiscal 1977. Of course, 
under the President’s plan, taxes would be cut immediately 
but spending would not be throttled back until after the elec­ 
tion. 
In the President’s $28 billion tax cut were benefits for 
practically all income groups and for some businesses also. 
The rich, as well as average working people, would haye 
found their taxes reduced. And the budget deficit would have 
been increased by about $28 billion, although not all of that 
would have occurred during fiscal 1976. 
CaagmaaieBal Consideration 
Congress considered the President’s cut Almost no 
testimony was heard supporting the larger cut Both liberal 
and conservative economists recommended smaller amounts. 
The amount Congress agreed on, $16 billion with about 
$6 billion occurring during the six months remaining in fiscal 
1976, was very carefully calculated. That amount represents 
what is required to keep withholding rates from going up. No 
Senator offered any amendments to change the basic level of 
the tax cut, so that is the nearly unanimous view of Congress 
with regard to the size of the tax cut 
The cuts approved by Congress extend only to July 1. By 
that time the President will have submitted his budget for 
fiscal 1977, and Congress will have made a determination as 
to the proper levels for both spending and taxes. At that time 
budget ceilings will be set and permanent tax changes will be 
enacted. 
I am hopeful that significant tax reform measures can be 
put into place at the same time. The House Ways and Means 
Committee has worked for two years now to close loopholes 
and make die tax burden more equitable. It is now time for 
the full Senate to consider those reforms.

The jury here decided Cox was 
entitled to a refund on a bet he 
allegedly made with Lee at the 
VFW Club on October 30, 1972. 
That decision was sustained by 
the Appeels Court decision 
dated Dec. 2. 
Testimony in the case showed 
that: 
On or about Oct. 30,1072 at the 
VFW Club here Delmar Alcorn 
and Viverette Lee were talking 
about money that Alcorn in­ 
sisted that Lee owed him. Lee 
denied that he owed any money 
to Alcorn for pari wagers and 
refused to pay Alcorn. Alcorn 
said Lee definitely owed Mm 
because Lee himself had written 
the wager in • notebook owned 
by Alcorn. 


Upon examining the notebook, 
Lee made the statement that he 
had not written the wager in the 
book. Alcorn insisted that be had 
and Lee said that he would bet 
any amount that be had not. 
Alcorn was very sure of a win so 
be hiked the wager up to $1600. 
At this time RaMgbCox got into 
the bet with an additional $1300 
At that time Alcorn and Cox 
wrote checks totaling $3000 and 
Lee matched the tiro with the 
same amount. The money was 
given to John E. "Sheeny’’ Wade 
who was to serve as stakeholder. 
It is unknown how many other 
wagers were made that night. 
Before the reel fact about the 
writing had been determined, 
Alcorn and Lee allegedly went to 
Wade to call off the bet Alcorn 
then ami there tore up Ms checks 
as did Lee. Alcorn notified Cox 
about the offed bri. 
On Nov. 2 Lee allegedly 
cashed the Cox checks totaling 
$1800. The tew suit arose from 
this action, when Cox took Lee 
to court to recover his $1300. 
In a deposition taken in 
March, 1974 Cox said he had 
entered the VFW Chib that night 
and admitted that he had made 
the wager, but said he had heard 
from many people a few days 
after the bri that it had been 
called off. Cox took it for 
granted that his checks had been 
torn up and that the wager truly 
was off. 
Lee explained the situation as 
he saw it in his deposition. Lee 
stated that a few days after the 
wager had been made Don 


French returned from a trip. 
Hearing about the bet, French 
tokl Lee that be had written that 
bet down for Alcorn to the book 
at the time the wagers, noted in 
the book, were made. Lee stated 
that he and French went to 
Wade aad Wade, seeing that Lee 
had won, gave him the checks 
According to Lee, Alcorn 
approached him at the VRW 
Club and told him tht he would 
not pay off the bri. Lee said that 
if Alcorn's checks were not any 
good then he would just destroy 
them. He said he did so, and, 
thinking that Cox was still in, he 
cashed the checks. 
Cox end Alrorn gave qpn- 
flicting stories about the in­ 
cident. The main issue brought 
out in Ural of the case was that 
of a "communication gap." The 
attorney for the plaintiff, held 
that since so many people had 
told Cox that the bet was off it 
was only logical that Cox 
assume that the wager was 
indeed off and not find any 
reason to look further into the 
matter.

IMPORTANCE OF THE TAX CUT 
Last week I wrote about Congress' intention to set 
budget goals for fiscal 1977 later this spring, while acting now 
to continue the tax cuts for the remainder of fiscal 1976. 
Today 1 want to explain why the tax cut Congress approved 
was smaller than the President’s, and why it was important 
that some tax cut be approved before the end of last year. 
About a year ago, Congress enacted and the President 
signed the largest tax cut in history. This bill has been suc­ 
cessful in helping to end the recession and begin the road to 
recovery. 
Most of the provisions of that bill, however, applied only 
to calendar year 1975. So if nothing had been done, federal 
income taxes for everyone would have gone up sharply on 
January I. If that had happened, consumer spending would 
have suffered. The recovery, already showing some signs of 
weakness, could have been set back severely. 
The President's Proposal 
The main issue of dispute between the President and 
Congress was the size of the tax cut. The President wanted a 
cut of $28 billion in taxes, coupled with what he termed a cut 
of $28 billion in projected spending for fiscal 1977. Of course, 
under the President’s plan, taxes would be cut immediately 
but spending would not be throttled back until after the elec­ 
tion. 
In the President’s $28 billion tax cut were benefits for 
practically all income groups and for some businesses also. 
The rich, as well as average working people, would have 
found their taxes reduced. And the budget deficit would have 
been increased by about $28 billion, although not all of that 
would have occurred during fiscal 1976. 
Congressional Consideration 
Congress considered the President’s cut. Almost no 
testimony was heard supporting the larger cut. Both liberal 
and conservative economists recommended smaller amounts. 
T he amount Congress agreed on, $16 billion with about 
$6 billion occurring during the six months remaining in fiscal 
1976, was very carefully calculated. That amount represents 
what is require! to keep withholding rates from going up. No 
Senator offered any amendments to change the basic level of 
the tax cut, so that is the nearly unanimous view of Congress 
with regard to the size of the tax cut. 
The cuts approved by Congress extend only to July I. By 
that time the President will have submitted his budget for 
fiscal 1977, and Congress will have made a determination as 
to the proper levels for both spending and taxes. At that time 
budget ceilings will be set and permanent tax changes will be 
enacted. 
1 am hopeful that significant tax reform measures can be 
put into place at the same time. The House Ways and Means 
Committee has worked for two years now to close loopholes 
and make the tax burden more equitable. It is now time for 
the full Senate to consider those reforms.
